*€ The King, my matter, after having in part 
yor the better of his great griet for the death of 

is well beloved brother. King Ferdinand VI. 
finds it neceflary to yo in perfon to take the go- 
vernment of the Spanifh monarchy; and, as ac- 
cording to the {pirit of fome treaties concluded in 
the courfe of this century, the fovereignty of Spain 
is ittcompatible with that of Italy in the meyer 
fon; his Majefty has refolved to difpofe of the 
hereditary fovereigny of the Two Sicilies, in the 
manner, and on the footing, that are moft con- 
formable to nature and law, and moft conducive 
to publick happinefs and tranquillity. But his Ma- 

efty finds an obftacle to this difpofition in the 
melancholy ftate of his eldeft fon’s underftand- 
ing ; which ever fince his infancy has been a great 
affliGion to the King, and is much more {fo in 
the prefent crifis. 

“« His Majefty Kas repeated and clear proofs 
of that Prince’s imbecillity, and that it is perpe- 
tual, conftant, and defperate, fo that, humanly 

aking, there is nothing thar can flatter pater- 
hal affection or fapport paternal hope. 

“« Neverthelefs, fis Majelty finding himfelf ftill 
@ father, and being under a neceflity of exer- 
cifing the furiGiosis of a judge and arbiter fet np 
by God in his family, and for the welfare of his 
dominions, has determined to take the advice and 
affiftance of a number of perfons beft qualified by 
their wifdom, by the general opinion entertained 
of them, by the places they hold, and by the ex- 
perience they have acquired.

Artozqui, not only as the Catholick King’s mini-
